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FOREWORD 


A descriptive catalogue of antiquities in the Central Asian 
Museum was long over-due. The exhibits housed therein, 
though documented authentically, needed a description to 
achieve a personality of their own irrespective of their more 
generalised labels. It is otherwise difficult, even confusing 
and misleading, to venture develop the history of a region 
merely by referring to the items (whether exhibited or not) 
in the museum. It is by placing the artifacts in their true 
habitat, in their genuine geographical setting, position and 
placement in the strata of their find and of course in relation 
to the associated material that helps create the cultural 
horizon of the region or people to whom the artifacts are 
claimed to belong. 

A museum is 'not a simple isolated repository of old 
cultural material, as*is generally considered, showcased for 
the amusement, entertainment and aesthetic delight of its 
visitors. It is a live* open book inviting -dialogue and 
encouraging communication on the man-man and man- 
nature relationship. The genuine aesthetic delight has its 
basis in complete knowledge. It is the outcome of the 
interaction of the two personalities - that of the visitor and 
the artifact. Incomplete understanding blurs the vision and 
puts the object twice remote from reality. 

The Central Asian Museum is already twenty-and-odd 
years old and is still occupying a small space, offered 
temporarily to it by Allama Iqbal Library. The space was 
originally meant for a reading room. Hence a conducive 
environment required to protect and preserve the object 
from vagaries of weather, excessive light and humidity, is 
lacking. In spite* of our best efforts we have not been fully 

l 
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successful in controlling light and humidity mechanically, 
although this can partially be accounted for by the 
meagreness of our resources. Also, the measurements of the 
hall do not go well with the overall aesthetic considerations 
of the museologists. A separate building suitable for our 
museum requirements has remained an unfulfilled dream 
of the Centre though several proposals in this regard were 
moved from time to time. Immediately after the 
establishment of the Centre of Central Asian Studies in 
1978, Shaikh Mohammad Abdullah expressed his desire to 
augment the academics with a museum so that it could 
facilitate a better understanding of the age-old relationship 
between Kashmir and the Central Asian States.

Most 
of the material from 1982 onwards has been acquired 
through purchases from private individuals. A few of the 
very rare artifacts came to us through gifts and donations 
from the following agencies: 


m- Cornell University, USA; 
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m- Anthropological Survey of India- 
m- Archaeological Survey of India- 

Physical Research Laboratory, Ahmedabad. 

Genuine artifacts are hard to find and harder still to 
purchase. Prospective dealers claim exorbitant prices which 
are beyond an e ucational institution like ours with 
insufficient resources. We are in a situation where we have 
to compete with open national and international markets 
which are ever willing to meet the demanded price lines. It 
is generally the left-overs that are offered by our dealers 
and which we are unwilling to buy. Unless and untill 
adequate fund are available the development of the museum 
is difficult. 

However, the CCAS has through personal efforts and 
archaeological field surveys managed to mantain and fairly 
enhance the museum. It can now rightly boast hundreds of 
rare, unique, and representative objects of Kashmir and 
Central Asia. 


The present volume of the Catalogue of Antiquities in 
Central Asian Museum is the beginning of a task which will 
go a long way in building the history of Kashmir in relation 
to its neighbours on more firm and authentic grounds.

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PREFACE 

) 

Museums, generally speaking, reflect man’s interest in and 
curiosity about the world and universe. The establishment of 
the Central Asian Museum, in 1981, is such a reflection in 
response to the need to gather under one roof material culture 
of Central Asia that is widely distributed through time and 
space. The idea was that the Museum displays the collection of 
this vast region under conditions conducive to enjoyment and 
study so that scholars in the field and visitors alike will be happy 
and pleased to enter the institution, to scrutinize the exhibits 
, and to ponder over them for understanding the culture and 
I history of the human societies of this region. 

To create such an atmosphere where the specimens 
| encourage thinking deeply about them and to embark upon 
their study the primary and gigantic effort for us has remained 
to collect and display the three-dimensional examples of the 
region. During its short span of existence the Museum has 
collected valuable objects through donations, transfers, 

| archaeological explorations, purchases, gifts, etc. A sizeable 
j collection is on display in an atmosphere conducive for the 
J enjoyment of the Museum visitor as well as for the Museum 
exhibits themselves. To provide identification, details and 
annotations of the objects as a first step towards understanding 
them has so far remained to be taken up. As such a process of 
making a detailed catalogue of the acquisitions was undertaken 
in order to provide a broad based data of the specimens 
j belonging to complicated civilizations of this region. This 
cultural deposit is varied and is in the shape of palaeontological 
fossils, prehistorical tools, sculptures in stone, bronze and wood, 
terracotta objects, paintings, arts and crafts, ethnographica 
specimens, coins, manuscripts, rugs and textiles, etc. The 
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documentation of cultural relics belonging to various areas of 
the region was a huge one for which there was a demand from 
both outside and within. 

The present volume is the first in the series describing a j 
very small section in the collection. The remaining part is ' 
waiting for printing and hopefully will be, available very soon. 

We have adopted a very simple procedure to provide maximum 
details about each object, even sometimes at the cost of 
repetition where similarities exist. This has been done with j 
the reason that a comprehensive and complete data of all the 
specimens becomes available since we lacked to have such 
information as the objects were not properly identified, titled, 
and often without any details. The only essential detail that 1 
could not be provided in the catalogue is regarding the period j 
to which each object belongs as sufficient chronometric dates 
are not available. However, where there are definite clues 1 
regarding the date of an object or a dated sequence of a site is \ 
available these are recorded in the column under the details \ 
and can well be appreciated in the volume to come. In the 
present volume the major collection is that brought by Sir Aurel 
Stein from Chinese Turkistan during one of his expeditions ■ 
there. He describes similar type of collection in his works giving 
a broad date of l 51 -? 111 century AD for the objects. To omit the 
details regarding the period is therefore to avoid any kind of 
confusion regarding their age. For giving annotations of these - 
objects from Chinese Turkistan we have adopted the method ' 
of Sir Aurel Stein. We have used term “excavated from Khoten” 
for these objects in the column under the acquisition mode as 
many such objects were excavated from various sites in Khoten 
and others collected by Stein either from surface collections or 
were purchased. Also in the catalogue are described nine clay 
objects that as per the Museum record are from Gilgit whil e as 
R C. Kak has recorded that these objects were collected by a. 
H Francke principally in Ladakh and as such the catalogs 
ntry records their province as Ladakh and not Gilgit that 
however was sometimes called Ladakh. For these again we 
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no dates but Kak has tentatively given a 9‘ h century date for 
the objects on the basis of the type of characters used for writing 
the Buddhist creed on them. This is an issue that can be 
contested as such stamped clay casts are being produced even 
today with similar characters. 

As the Museum collection is varied a subject wise catalogue 
was desirable but it was not feasible at present for lack of enough 
material in certain sections. To overcome this shortage in the 
future we are planning to put the catalogue on-line that can be 
accessed through various modes, like material, nature of object, 
accession number, key words, etc. 

We hope the endeavour will be beneficial for all. The 
endeavour would not have been possible without the effort put 
in by the Museum staff, in particular by Mr. B. A. Mir, Museum 
Assistant and Mr. Iqbal Ahmad, Museum Artist. We are also 
thankful to Prof. Gulshan Majeed, Director, Centre of Central 
Asian Studies and Prof. M. A. Kaw for the help rendered by 
them in its completion and publication.
